New York, Aug. 1.—Railway executives of the nation today 


firmly but courteously rejected the program advanced by the Harding 
administration for settlement of the rail strike. 


Willing to accept conditionally two suggestions put forward 


by the White House—that both sides abide by wage decisions of the 
Kailroad Labor Board and that law suits springing out of the strike 
be withdrawn—the heads of 148 roads declared emphatically that it 
was "impossible to reinstate strikers with unimpaired seniority rights, 
the third provision in the President's plan. 


After being told by Robert S. Lovett, of the Union Pacific, that 


there was no moral or practical reason for budging from their posi- 
tion, the executives disbanded, caught the first train for their re- 
spective headquarters, and indicated that they were going ahead 
and would operate their roads with the forces they had assembled 
bince the shopmen walked out July^l.

POLICE PUZZLED 


Seek Baker's Helper in Charge of 


Dough Supply of Shelburne 


Restaurant 


New York. Aug. 1.—"With six per- 


sons dead and several of the 100 or 
more persons who were poisoned af- 
ter eating pie in the Shelburne res- 
taurant still in a critical condition, 
the culinary history of the pies, sold 
in the place, was said by the district 
attorney tonight still to be shrouded 
in mystery. 
-A most baffling .case," the prose- 


cutor said, "which may require a 
Sherlock Holmes to unravel, and for 
all we know at.this tage, something 
which may be very easily explained." 


The crusts of several 
pies taken 


from the restaurant by the authorities 
are said to have contained arsenic. 
After receipt of a signed statement 
issued by M. Schlesinger, a chemist, 
that the. "Gutzeit test" revealed "clear 
traces of the poison, the board of 
health rescinded the operating per- 
mit of the restaurant. 


Baker's Helper Sought. 


District Attorney Banton said his 


investigation had revealed 'that the 
dou^v? supply was seldom used in one 
day's baking, but that some was left 
over for the following day. 
It was 


the duty of a particular baker's helper 
the authorities said, to return this 
"stock" from the bakery to the res- 
turant ice box each. day.

railway executives, at their meeting in New York, to accept the ad- 
ministration .settlement plan so far as the seniority issue is con- 


There was no indication at the White House as to what move, if 


any, the government planned to make in the situation. It was con- 
sidered probable that Mr. Harding would study carefully the text of 
of the executives' reply arid that expected from the labor leaders' 
meeting in Chicago, before reaching a decision. 


The tone of the replies and the circumstances under which they 


were made, it was indicated at the White House, undoubtedly would 
guide Mr. Harding to some extent, and there was another intimation 
that publicity could not always be helpful in the difficult and delicate 
negotiations into which the administration has been drawn by the 
industrial situation. 


Coal Situation Causes Worry. 


From the government viewpoint, 


the railroad strike is regarded as im- 
mediately serious only because of the 
existing stoppage of coal production. 
There have, been constant intimations 
that the administration would be dis- 
posed to force a quick settlement of 
the railroad difficulties in order to 
cope with the coal stoppage, even at 
tho cost of some rcestablishment of 
the former control of railroads.

THE COAL SUPPLY. 


The United States Geological sur- 


vey reports that the quantity o* coal 
turned out from the mines ot tne 
United States since coal mining in 
America began a century age. 13 a- 
tlmated at fourteen billions or tons. 
This seems a vast amount, but the? 
same authority says that there still 
remain, 99 per cent, of the original 
supply available. 
Also it Is stated 
that our known coal reserve is 52 per 
cent of that of the whole world. Of 
this, however, there is some question. 
How much coal there is in this coun- 
try and in Europe is pretty definitely 
known, but there still remains much 
unexplored territory in Alaska and in 
British America, and a great deal also 
in South America, where there is rea- 
son to believe that coal fields may yet 
be developed. 
Gratifying aa these figures seem to 


' be. however, they are far less so than 
i in the first instance would appear. 
,The coal mines first discovered and 
! developed in Fennsv Ivania. for ex- 
! ample, were located on the surface 
I or at least at no great distance be- 
low Obviously this surface and near- 
surface mining was not difficult to do. 
nor to any considerable degree ex- 
pensive.

, mining has now gone deeper beneath 
i the surface, and the farther down it

342.70. The total of expenditures was 
39,307.68, and there was a balance of 
£4,535,02. These figures were of .Tune 
00, and the balance which appears 
in the report to be considerable, is not 
large in fact, since from it is required 
to be paid all the ^expenditures of the 
library until the school taxes are col- 
lected, which will probably require 
payment from funds on hand of at 
least 'three months. 


Thejlgures of circulation during the 
past year show a steady growth which 
will put Oneonta 
among the first 


cities of its size in the state in per 
capita circulation. Moreover the cost 
of administration has been kept much 
belov,- the average per volume, and it
